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licy. It may not therefore be unſeaſonable to re- 
commend to this preſent generation the practice of 
that virtue, for which their anceſtors were particu- 
larly famous, and which is called The love of one's 
Country.

In the firſt place we my obſerve, that we are 
directed to it by one of thoſe ſecret ſuggeſtions of 
nature, which go under the name of Inſtincdt and 
which are never given in vain, As ſelt- love is an 
inſtinct planted in us for the good and ſafety of 
each particular perſon, the love of our country is 
imprefs'd on our minds for the happineſs and preſer- 
vation of the community. This inftinct 1s fo re- 
markable, that we find examples of it in thoſe who 
are born in the moſt uncomfortable climates, or the 
worlt of governments. 

As this Love of our Country is. natural to every 
man, fo r is likewiſe very reaſonable; and that in 
the firſt place, becauſe it inclines us to be beneficial 
to thoſe who are and ought to be dearer to us than 
any others. It takes in our families, relations, 
friends and acquaintances, and, in ſhort, all whoſe 
welfare and fecurity we are obliged. to conſult, 
more than that of thoſe who are ſtrangers to us. 
For this reafori it is the moſt ſublime and extenſive 
of all ſocial virtues : Eſpecially if we conſider that 
it does not only promote the well-being of theſe 
who are our cotemporaries, but hkewiſe of their 
children and their poſterity. Hence it is that all 
eaſuiſts are unanimous in determining, that * 
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the good of the country interferes even with the 
life of the moſt beloved relation, deareſt friend, or 
greateſt benefactor, it is to be preferred without 
exception. 55 

f, in the ſeveral diſtricts and divifions of the 
world, men would ſtudy the welfare of thoſe re- 
ſpective communities, to which their power of do- 
ing good is limited, the whole race of reaſonable 


creatures would be happy, as far as the benefits of 


ſociety can make them ſo. At leaſt, we find ſo 
many bleſſings naturally flowing from this noble 
principle, that, in proportion as it prevails, every 
nation becomes a proſperous and flourithing people. 
It may be yet a further recommendation of this par- 
ticular virtue, if we confider that no nation was 
ever famous for its morals which was not at the 
ſame time remarkable for its public ſpirit : Patriots 
naturally riſe out of a Spartan or Roman virtue: And 
there is no remark more common among the an- 
cient Hiſtorians, than that when the ſtate was cor- 
rupted with avarice and luxury, it was in danger of 
being betrayed or fold, 

To the foregoing reaſons for the love which every 
good man owes to his country, we may add, that 
the actions, which are moſt celebrated in hiftory, 
and which are read with the greateſt admiration, are 
ſuch as proceed from this principle And as actions 
that proceed from the love of one's country, are 
more illuftrious than any other, in the records of 
time, ſo we find that thoſe perſons. who have been 


eminent in other virtues, have been particularly 
diſtinguiſhed by this,

Parliament to the will of the Minifter, ariſes from the im- 
perfection of its conftitution—or, in other words, from the 
inequality of the repreſen ation, the unwarantable reſtrictions 
of that right of voting to which every Engliſhman 'is entitled, 
and the prolongations of Parliaments beyond their antient an- 
nual period, 

It alſo appears to be a ſelf-evident propoſition, that a Par- 
liament, conſtituted upon the preſent plan, cannot be expected 
to make any part whatever in its own reformation. 

A new election, therefore, upon the preſent plan, affords us 
no proſpect of redreſs. | 

Upon a diſſolution of Parliament, the power of delegation 
returns again to the people. And common ſenſe will ſurel 
dictate to the people, that if the preſent plan of delegation is

That it is the ſenſe of the inhabitants of county, 
that ( ) perſons be appointed a committee, for the pur- 
poſe of deliberating with the committees of like diſpoſed. coun- 
ties upon the ſtate of the nation; That the members of this 
committee be N anthoriſed to exerciſe all ſach powers 
as by immemorial uſage do belong to the Commons Hoſe of 
Parliament; That they be alſo invetted with the further power 
of aſſenting, in conjunction with the Kingand hereditary nobi- 
lity, to fuch regulations as may be propoſed, for the purpoſe of 
eſtabliſhing an cqual and adequate repreſentation of the people 
in annual Parliaments, agreeable to the antient conſtitution 
and cuſtoms of this realm; and laitly, That this commiſhon 
terminate at the end of ( ) months.” 

„The people's right of annually electing deputies to repre- 
ſent them in Parliament was, at the time of the Triennial Act, 
as much. a part of their birthright as the freedom of their per- 
ſons.
